anes, fixing the price of whiskey at $3 per galon, 
or, in other words, imposing a pombitory tax oa 
any sales beyond thst price. The LTelemiaph pub

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| LEGISLATIVE ACTS. 

In another column we publish an Act 
to suspend all laws for the collection of 
debts, &c, and also an Act to raise reye- 
nue by taxation, both of which have just 
been passed by the Legislature. The 
former, it will be seen, 18 a re-enactment 
of the law passed by the Ninth Legsla- 
ture, in Dec., 1861, commonly known as 
the Stay Law, (which would have expired 
on the Ist of January, 1864,) and em- 
braces some new features, more adapted 
to our present situation, not conatined 
in the old law. 

The rey Tax Law or Revenue Bill, as 
it has been generally called, during its 
passage, occupied the Legislature some- 
thing over a week, and was qnly passed 
at the evening session of the day of ad- 
journment, by raismg a committee of 
free conference, the House having refused 
to concur in the Senate’s amendments and 
the Senate refusing to recede therefrom, 
consequently it was hurried through at 
the very last hour, in order that the 
Legislature might adjourn according to 
appointment. ‘The main feature in the 
Act, isthe tax to be levied in kind, on 
Specie, Confederate and State Treasury 
Warrants and Bank Notes; also on For- 
eign Bills of Exchange, Certificates of 
Deposites, and other evidences of money 
being deposited or credited beyond the 
limits of this State, owned by persons 
residing therein, which, latter, shall be 
considered as specie, and taxed in kind 
at the rate of one half of one per cènt, 
The other sections of the Actare nothing 
more than a compilation from all the old 
tax laws, which have been in force up to 
this date, with some unimportant amend- 
ments, 

What results will arise from the pas- 
sage of this Act, in theway of available 
revenue to the State, it is diffleult to es- 
timate, as the money taxed ïn specie, 
haying been, almost entirely, withdrawn 
from circulation, no approximate calcula- 
tion can be made of the amount that 
will be subject to this species of taxa- 
tion. ‘Che Legislature having made ap- 
propriations amounting to nearly $10,- 
0U0,000 and the only icliable source of 
rovenue, on which we can depend, being 
taxation, which, according to the Oomp- 
troller’s estimate, will not exceed $1,500,- 
000 in Confederate money, we shall 
have no alternative left, but to fall back 
again, upon’ the State credit for the bal- 
ance; while that importantsubject, which 
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should have demanded special Legisla- 
tidn, appears to have been entirely over- 
looked. No provision has been made to 
raiso our State issues above the standard 
of Confederate money, consequently the 
State will have to pay out her own War- 
rants, in all purchases she may make, or 
contracts she may enter into, at a depre- 
ciated rate, to be redeemed, hereafter, in 
specie, at par, while her main revenue 1s 
collectable in Confedorate money, which 
is now rating, in most parts of the State, 
at 19 for 1. Had no Treasury Warrants 
been issued, but a revenne raised by the 
sale of State Bouds, bearing a spesie m- 
terest, properly secured, at whatever 
they would bring, in Confederate money, 
when necessary to be sold, the State 
might have reahzed something near par 
value on Mer ownliabilities; whereas she 
is now compelled to use ber credit, for 
the want of available means, and through 
a mistaken policy, that it would be un- 
fair to make any distinction between 
State and Confederate moncy, as tending 
towards the depreciation of the latter, 
she will be saddled with a deht; which it 
will take years to redeem, without reap- 
ing a commensurate benefit therefrom.

It contaims nothing late 
from the West, which is somewhat 
strange, being published at Meadquar- 
ters. We furnishod San Antonio with 
news for several months in advance of 
the mail, and vow that the scenes have 
shifted, and our western frontier has be- 
come the seat of war, it is certainly siu- 
gular, in a community that appreciates 
news so highly, no effort should be made 
to bring it by the nearest route, mstead 
of waiting for it to go round by Houston 
or even New Orleans, which has lately 
been the case.

‘We have 
got most of our horses stil] on hand, and 
will sell them cheap to any enterprising 
individual who will furnish us with late 
news.

Frontler Correspondence 


Camp Conorano, Dec. 16th, 1868, 
Editor State Gazette: 

1 learn that an express from Ft. Ar- 
buckle, in the latter part of last month, 
brought the intelligence that Jim Pock- 
mark was concentrating his forces on the 
Canadian River, and that Jim Ned was 
concentrating his on the Red Fork of the 
same river, with the intention, it is con- 
jectured, of making a raid upon Texas. 
This information is said to have come 
through the Osages, who have been pass- 
ing through that section of country, and 
who say that there aio visible signs 
amongst the Indians in that section, of 
a campaign, very shortly, aud as they 
think, towards Texas, ‘The Osages bavo 
sold their lands to the Federal Govern- 
ment, and all who report within reven 
months, are to receive payment and an- 
nuites for hfe. Mr. Dienan, the Agent 
of the Osages. thinks that a majority of 
the nation will go North. Capt. White 
of the Border Rogiment, is calling for re- 
inforcements, at Arbuckle. He states 


that Indians are continually leaving the 
Agency, and going North, and that con- 
siderable excitement prevails at Ar- 
buckle. ‘Though this may prove to be 
no better founded than the rumored raid 
that was to have oceurred last month, 
yet we should bo prepared for the worst, 
and with Yankees on the coast and large 
bodies of Indians on the frontier, we may 
yet have quite a warm time, this winter. 
After Gen. Magruder’s action in rela- 
tion to this Regiment last winter, I am 
not surprised at the Hause’s rejection of 
the Senate’s amendment to transfer us 
unconditionally to the Confederacy. 
Gen. Magruder, at that time, imagining 
that we had been already transferred, 
ordered five companies to proceed forth- 
with tothe Rio Grande, leaving but five 
smal] companies, about three hundred 
men in all, for the defense of this extend- 
ed line, and no other troops anywhere 
in the neighborhood. Let it be well 
pondered that, without reliable protec- 
tion is afforded to their homes and fami- 
lies, but few more frontiersmen will leave 
this country. RIFLE.

Ho is recruiting now from the negroes 
who have driven cotton-wagons to the 
Rio Grande ; has several companies full. 
Say-they will march on San Antonio by 
the Ist of January ; expect an easy con- 
quest, and that many Union men will 
join them on themarch. Says chat they 
have most thoroughly suhyected Louis- 
jana; thatthe citizens thereof aro the 
most humble, contrite and thoroughly 
enhiduead people in the Umon, and that 
Texas shall bomore thoroughly sconrged; 
claims that they are compelled to occupy 
Texas to avert French occupation, which 
thoy dread 

Thoy have designated many Southern 
men whom they intend to have hanged 
by there bordes of negroes, He says that 
Gov, Hamilton, Military Governor of 
Texas, will issue his first pronunciamento 
from Corpus Ohristi as soon as tus force 
arrives. Expects to march in three col- 
numus from Matagorda, Oorpus Ohristi 
and Brownsville. ‘There was quite a 
number of Renegades coming in—say 
250, Three companies are formed out of 
this material, They will get from 1500 
to 2000 bales of cotton. Many team- 
aters, who wero turned back by Gen. Bee 
on his retreat, have cladestinely deliver» 
ed their loads in Brownsville, expecting 
to sell the loads and pocket the proceeds, 
but the Yankees only pay freight in 
greenbacks, and have put many term- 
sters to transporting supplies from the 
mouth of the river. 

I learned that they had sent special 
word to many negroes on the Gaudalupe, 
San Marcos and Colorado, giving them 
verbal commissions as Captains, and 1n- 
structing them to have companies form- 
ed, and in readiness to join them. Near- 
ly all the renegades are from those riv- 
ers mentioned —hence they can designate 


individuals.

Another dispatch of tho 3d says, € it 
is rumored that Meade will be removed 
from the army of the Potomac, and that 
a new commander will lead the army in 
a December campnign.” 

It is also stated that the Government 
has ordered the sale of all confiscated 
property in Virginia, South Carolina, 
Louisiana and 'fennessee, on the 19th of 
January. The salo will be peremptory, 
to pay the direct tax of those States.

Ho and his officers 
complained, the other day, that the floors 
of their cells, béing of stone, were damp 
and unhealthy, and askod for hoards to 
cover the floors, that they might not 
catch cold, The boards wero furnished 
by the Warden, and answered to cover 
the holes in the floor, The rascals must 
have been some time at work, and such 
an inspection as should have bcen piven 
their cells overy day, would haye de- 
tected their labors to get out.

Thisiaan important fact. Jt rhowa cloarly that 
the Fedora: Govornment has no intention of draw- 
ing back from tho horrible work of axtermivation 
and bloodshed on which it has entered. Enongh 
blaud has not yet been spilled, anongh trensnre 
has not yot boon squandered ang deatroyed to sue

The recapture of the schooner Inde- 
pendance, in Matagorda Bay, and the 
shelling of a tpickot guard near the mouth 
of the Caney, by one of the Yankeo gun- 
boats, is all that has occurred to break 
the monotony of camp life since I wrote 
last. With the Independence were cap- 
captured two Yankee officers and six 
Yankee sailors. 

The enemy remain quiet at Decrow’s 
Point, and make no sign of an advance.

We have nothing of a late date from 
the Rio Grande. The junior editor of 
the Galveston Bulletin has just arrived 
homo from Matamoras, which*place he 
loft on the 28th, via Laredo and San An- 
tonio, Io gives an interesting account 
„Of his trip, as follows: 
“From the best information wo could 
obtain, there were at the timo of our de- 
arture, somo 2500 Federal troops at 
rownsville, under command of General 
Dana, including a fall regiment oi ne- 
gro¢s, (called the 26th Corps @Afrgre) 
commanded by a man named Baker, for- 
merly of Lochhart, Texas——the commis- 
sioned off cers were all white men. ‘The 
Federals had up the 28th some three or 
four hundred bales of cotton lyirg on the 
banks of tho mer, a small portion of 
which was brought in by teamsters, and 
tho balance captured by detachments of 
tho Ist Texas (Renegade) Cavalry, 
The few remaunvg inhabitants of 
Brownsville were compelled to take the 
oath; we could learn of but few that re- 
mained. Among those that made them- 
selves conspicuous m their devotion to 
tho Yankees, were J. R, Palmer and 
George Dye, the former having raised 
the stars anil stripes over his Duilding 
upon the arrival of the Fedorals; ‘tne 
latter was Mayor of the city at tho time 
of its evacuntion. 
Tho Federals, some fow days before 
wo left, sent nn oxpedition of sume four 
hundred troons, a portion of whom are 
negroes, under command of Col. Haynes, 
up the river, in one of the river steam- 
ers thoy had seized, supported by n bat- 
tery of artillery on shore. We heard 
drums beative on the other side of the 
river, some ten miles below Camargo, 
and, wore informed at that place that the 
steamer run aground and that the Fede- 
rals were encamped on shore. In Mier 
we were told that a detachment of twen- 
ty Federals had come upto Roma and 
captured Mr. Pleiffer, of Corpus Christi; 
they found no cotton, 1b having all been 
crossed before ther arrival. They had 
returned before we arrived. At Laredo, 
on tho Mexican side, we found some 2,500 
to 8,000 bales, which had all been on the 
road to Brownsville, and was turned off 
by the teamsters and crossed at that 
lace, 

The Mexican towns of Oamargo, Mier, 
Guerrero and Laredo were almost doser- 
ted by the male population, they having 
crossed the river and organized in bands 
for the purpo.e of robbing and murder- 
ing all Confederates. They have a doc- 
umont from Haynes (formerly of Austin) 
to burn, rob and destroy, their plunder 
being their pay. 

We loft Laredo on tho 7th inst,, and 
passed through Gol. Bonavidas’ camp, 
15 miles on the San Antonio road, the 
same day. The Ovlonel has some two 
hundred men in camp, and says that 
‘with three hundred moro he can keop 
the Yankees within the limits of Browns- 
vilo’ He hes made a stirrmg appeal to 
the people of the frontier to come to his 
assistance, to which they are responding, 
for wo met numerous squads of eight, 
ten and twelve men, going on to join him. 

The gonaral impression among mer- 
chants, in Matamoras, seemed to be that 
tho trade with Texas would cease en- 
tirely, but the impression we gaincd, 
while on the trip, was that unless the 
Yankeo force in Brownsville was largely 
augmented, the trade with Mexico coujd 
bo kept open by way of Mayle Pass, 
The roads to Matamoras, via Engle Pass 
and Monterey, are said to be splendid. 

We have kseen a report that Gen. 
Banks had promised parties who have 
had their cotton Impressed (no doubt the 
20 per cent. loan) by Gon. Bee, that he 
would aid them in getting it back. Of 
this wo hoard nothing in Matamoras; we 


know that this cotton is mostly inti 
hands of foreign Government creditor 

Thero is no foundation whatever in ti 
report that Oortfinas, Vidal and Davis iy 
in close pursuit of Benavidas, As men 
tioned, we passed through tis camp, } 
miles from Laredo, on tho 7th, and w 
aro the latest arrival.
